London. March 27.—Sir James 
Dewar, F. R. 8.. the noted scientist, 
died to-day, aged 81 years. 

Sir James, a prominent British 
chemist, was the co-inventor with Sir 
Frederick Abel of cordite, the smoke¬ 
less powder adopted by the Govern¬ 
ment. He also brought forward the 
Dewar flask, popularly known as the 
thermos flaak.

In 1984 he 
made his first monoplane, which flew 
by means of compressed air. Later j 
he used steam for his models, all of 
Which were uniformly successful. 

Then he Invented box kites, his 
ideas being borrowed by Hiram 
Maxjra for his flying machine*. He 
also invented a three-cylinder en¬ 
gine which revolved around a sta¬ 
tionary shnft —a type of engino now 
actually In use In aeroplanes to-day. 
Home of his aeroplanes ho gave to 
Munich. Germany. as little or no no¬ 
tice was taken in Australia of his 
work.

start, and they must be planted In 
carefully prepared ground. The seed* 
of annual poppies should be planted 
early •!•«. for the same reason—that 
they must have sent their roots down 
well Into the soil before the Summer 
suns descend upon them. These tiny 
seeds are sprinkled over the surface 
of the garden bed and then gently 
pressed down with a flat board, no 
that the wind shall not blow them 
away. 

Hardy roses may be planted by 
March 25, the garden experts tell us, 
and the ruses that have been bundled 
up for th* Winter may be partially 
uncovered. Every year they should 
be cut back to within a foot and a 
half of the ground This Is a good 
time, too, to put In privet hedge, 
various shrubs, and to prune the 
shrubs and fruit trees, although this 
pruning may be done earlier. 

Meanwhile, watch your little aeed- 
llnge In the eouth window, seeing 
that they do not dry out or become 
too much water-soaked. You cannot 
safely transplant them until later, but 
they wUl ba developing good strong 
roots that will take hold quickly 
when you do moA« them outside. The 
experts tell us'.that transplanted 
seedlings are iroich stronger than 
plants grown from seed sown directly 
in the ground.
